To 
make the matter more intelligible, {peak- 
ing always in round numbers, I beg leave 
gentiemen to remind you, that the duty 
formerly paid, ad valorem, om articles 
principal’y confumed north of the Poto- 
mac, amnouried to three and an half mil- 
lions ; andthofe on foreign {pirtts to one 
and an haif. Nowit thele five millions 
are to be raifed by anexcife on ardent {pir- 
its, fetting afice the danger of offending 
that numerous and refpectable clafs, the 
dram-drinkers, who (as you well know) 
are all of them ex-c//icio democrats, it 
would operate prodigioully againft the 
fouthern flates. Ont of five millions, 
as they are now levied, the northern divi- 
fion pays four, but if they are to be colleét- 
ed by an excile, the fouthern divifion 
would be faddied with three. Sothat in 
effe€t two millions would be taken from 
the broad fhou'ders of eaftern ariftocrats, 
who follow the plough and drink cyder, to 
be laid on the delicate necks of fouthern 
democrats, who ride in coaches and fip 
whifkey : A meafure too horribly oppref- 
fivetobear confideration.

Three 
filths of thefe amount to 540,000 which ad- 
ded to the 4,400,000 will make up nearly 
five million. Ot courfe the direét tax 
would amount to about one do!lar per head 
on every free perfon, and fixty cents on 
every flive. We find by the fame cen- 
{fus, that the northern Raies (Delaware in- 
clufive) contained not quite 2,670,000 
freemen and aout 40.000 flaves which, 
according to the rule of the conititution, 
will give for their proportion of five mil.

ARTICLES OF IMPEACHMENT, 


As reported by a committee of the houfe of 
reprefentatives againft Fudge Cha/e. 


RFPORT. 


ed by the houfe of repre- 
fentatives of the United States, in the 
name of them/clues and of all the peo- 
ple of the United States, again/t Samuel 

Chafe, one of the affociate judges of 

the fupreme court of the United States, 

in maintenance and fupport of thar 
impeachment againt him, for high 
crimes and mif[demeanors. 

ARTICLE 3. 

That, unmindtul of the folemn duties 
of his office, and contrary to the facred ob- 
ligation by which he ftood bound to dif- 
charge them ‘ taithfully and impartially, 
and without refpeét to perfons,” the faid 
Samuel Chafe, on the trial of John Fries, 
charged with high treafon, betore the cir- 
cuit court of the United States, held, for 
the diftri& ot Pennfylvania, in the city of 
Philadelphia, during the months of Aprii 
and May, one thoufand eight hundred, 
whereat the faid Samuel Chafe prefided, 
did, in his judicial capacity, condu& him- 
felf in a manner highly arbitrary, opprel- 
five and unjulL—viz :— 

1. In delivering an opinion, in writing, 
onthe queftion of law, on the conittruc- 
tion of which the detence of the accufed 
materially depended, tending to prejudice 
the minds of the jury againit the cafe ot 
the faid John Fries, the prifoner, betore 
counfel nad been heard in his detence. 


2, In reftri€ting the counfel tor the faid 
Fries trom recurting to fech Englith au- 
thorities as they believed appofiie,. or 
from citing certain ftatutes of the United 
States, whichthey deemed illufrative of 
the pofitions, upon which they imended 
to reft the detence of their client : 

3. In debarring the prifoner trom his 
conftitutional privilege ol addreffing the ju- 
ry (through his coanfe!) on the law as weil 
as on the faét, which was to determine 
his guilt, or mnocence, and at the fame 
time endeavoring to wreft from the jury 
their rndifputable right to hear argument, 
and determine upon the queftion of law, 
as well as the quetlion of fa&, mnvolved 
in the verdiét which they were required to 


In confequence of which irregular con 


~ 
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du& ot the faid Samue! Chafe, as dangerous 
to our liberties, as it is novel 1o our laws 
and uiages, the laid John Fries was depri. 
ved of the right, fecured to h.rn by the 
Sth article amevdatory of the conititution, 
and was condemned to death wiuhout hav. 
ing been heard by coulel in his detence, 
tothe difgrace ot the charaéter of the A. 
metican Bench, 1» maniteit violation of 
law and juflice, and in open contempt of 
the rights of juries, on which, ultimately, 
reits the liberty and fatety of the Ameri. 
can people. 


ARTICLE e. 
That, prompted by a fimilar fpirit of 
perfecution and injultice, ata circuit court 
ot the United States, held at Richmond, 
in the month of May, one thoufand eight 
hundred, for the diltriét of Virginia, 
whereat the faid Samuc] Chute prefided, 
and betore which a certain James Thomp- 
fon Calender was arraigned tor a libel on 
John Adams, then prefident of the United 
States, the faid Samuel Chafe, with intent 
to opprefs. and procure the convidtion of 
the faid Callender, did ovgr-rule the ob. 
jeftion of John Ballet, one of the jury, 
who withed to be excufed from fervin 
on the faid trial, becaufe he had made u 
his mind, as tothe publication from which. 
tae words, charged to be libellous, in the 
indi€tment, were extraéted ; and the faid 
Baflet was accordingly fworn, and did 
ferve on the jury, by whole verdiét the 
prifoner was fubfequently conviéted. 


ARTICLE g. 

That, with intent to opprefs and procure 
the convi¢tion of the prifoner, the evi- 
dence ot John Taylor, a meterial witnefs 
on behalf ot the atorefaid Callender, was 
not permitied by the faid Samnal Chafe to 
be given in, on pretence that the faid wit- 
ne!s cou!d not prove the truth of the whole 
of one of the charges, contained in the in- 
dictment although the faid charge embrac- 
ed more than one faét, 


ARTICLE 4. 

That the conduét of the faid Samuel 
Chafe was marked during the whole 
courfe of the faid trial, by maniteft injuf- 
tice, partiality and intemperance: viz. 

1. In compelling the prifoner’s counfel 
to reduce to writing and fubmit to the in- 
ipe€tion of the court, for their admiffion, 
or rejettion, all queitions which the faid 
couniel meant to propound to the above 
named John Taylor, the witnefs. 

2. Inretufingto poftpone the trial, al- 
though an affidavit was regularly filed, fta- 
ting the abfeace of material witnefles on 
behalf of che accufed; and although it was 
maniteft, that, wih the utmoft diligence, 
the attendance of fuch witnefles could 
not have been procured, atthat term. 

3. In the ule of unulual, rude and con. 
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temptuous expreflions toward the prifon- 
er’s counfel ; and in falfely infinuating 
that they withed to excite the public fears 
and indignation,-and to produce that in- 
{ubordination to law te which the condu& 
of the judge did, atthe fametime, mani- 
feftly ten 


4. In repeated and vexatious interrup- 
tions of the faid counfel,,on the part of 
the faid judge, which, at length, induced 
them to abandon their caufe and their cli- 
ent, who was thereupon conviéted and 


condemned to fine and imprifonment. 


5- In an indecent folicitude, manifefted 
by the faid Samuel Chafe, for the convic- 
tion of the accufed, unbecoming even a 
public profecutor, but highly difgraceful 


to the charafter of a judge as it was [ub. | 


verfive ot juttice. 
ARTICLE, 5. 
Aad whereas it is provided by the aét 
of Congrefs pafled on the o4th day of Sep. 


tember, 1789, intitied ‘ An a& to eftab- | 
lifh the judicial ‘courts of the United | 


States,”’ that for any crime, or offence, a- 
gainft the United States, the offender may 
be arrefted, impfifoned or bailed, agreea- 
bly to the ufual mode of procefs in the ftate 
where fuch offender may be found : and 
whereas it is provided hy the laws of Vir- 
ginia, that upon prefentment by any grand 
jury of an offence not capita!, the court

A BEAR FIGHT. 


A GENTLEMAN trom Cayuga Coun- 
ty, between the Seneca and Cayuga lakes, 
relates, that a Mr. Wayborne, a farmer 
in Ovid townfhip, went out one afternoon 
through the woods in fearch of one ot his 
horfes, taking with him his rifle, withthe 
only load of ammunition he had*in’ the 
houfe. On his return home, about an 
hour before dufk, he perc eived a very 
large bear croffing the path ; on which he 





inftantly fired, and the beer fell, but im 
mediately recovering his legs, made for a 
deep ravine, a fhort way ahead. Here he 


tracked hima while by the blood; but 
night coming on, and expeéting to find 
him there the next morning, he returned 
home. A little before day-break the next 
morning, taking a pitchfork and hatchet, 
and his fon, a boy of ten or eleven years 
of age, he proceeded to the place 1 in quent 
of the animal.

| little fhort of diitraétion for the fate of his 
‘father, he funk the edge of bis hatchet, by 
repeated blows, into lis brain. 
Wayborne, though a robeft mufcular 
man, was with difficufty able to. crawl 
home, where he lay tor upwards of three 
weeks with his wounds, his arm being 
mathed from the fhoulder tothe elbow into 
the bone, and his breaft feverely mangled. 
The bear weighed upwards of 420 pounds,
